3. (original) The method of claim 2, wherein the second data entry area includes an area 
for receiving the message of the second message portion. 

4. (original) The method of claim 2, wherein the first and second message portions are 
both received in the first data entry area, the method comprising the step of: 

receiving a selection of the second message portion in the first data entry area. 
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5. (original) The method of claim 2, wherein the second data entry area is displayed 
responsive to a certain user action sequence, the user action sequence comprising i) entering a 
certain combination on a data entry device, ii) selecting a menu item, using a pointing device, a 
data entry device, or a pointing device and data entry device combination, or iii) selecting an icon 
using a pointing device. 

6. (original) The method of claim 1 , comprising the step of receiving a selection of 
nether one of the message portions is to be sent exclusively to its own set of recipients, or is 
feo to be sent to the set of recipients indicated for the other one of the message portions.

7. (original) The method of claim 1, comprising the step of receiving a selection of 
whether one of the sets of recipients is to be sent an indication of the existence of the other one of 
the message portions.

12. (original) The computer program product of claim 1 0, wherein the first and second 
message portions are both received in the first data entry area, the computer program product 
comprising: 

instructions for receiving a selection of the second message portion in the first data entry 

area. 

13. (original) The computer program product of claim 10, wherein the second data entry 
area is displayed responsive to a certain user action sequence, the user action sequence 
comprising i) entering a certain combination on a data entry device, ii) selecting a menu item, 
using a pointing device, a data entry device, or a pointing device and data entry device 
combination, or iii) selecting an icon using a pointing device. 

14. (original) The computer program product of claim 9, comprising instructions for 
receiving a selection of whether one of the message portions is to be sent exclusively to its own 
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set of recipients, or is also to be sent to the set of recipients indicated for the other one of the 

message portions. 

15. (original) The computer program product of claim 9, comprising instructions for 
receiving a selection of Aether one of the sets of recipients is to be sent an indication of the 
existence of the other one of the message portions. 

16. (original) The computer program product of claim 15, comprising instructions for 
receiving a selection of whether one of the sets of recipients is to be sent the identity of the one or 
more recipients of the other one of the message portions.

a processor connected a network;

21 . (original) The system of claim 1 8, wherein the second data entry area is displayed 
responsive to a certain user action sequence, the user action sequence comprising i) entering a 
certain combination on a data entry device, ii) selecting a menu item, using a pointing device, a 
data entry device, or a pointing device and data entry device combination, or iii) selecting an icon 
using a pointing device. 

22. (original) The system of claim 17, wherein the processor is operative with the 
program to execute the program for performing the step of: 

receiving a selection of whether one of the message portions is to be sent exclusively to 
its own set of recipients, or is also to be sent to the set of recipients indicated for the other one of 
the message portions. 

23. (original) The system of claim 17, wherein the processor is operative with the 
program to execute the program for performing the step of:
